very serious natter, A large porcentago of tho existing 
houses, particularly in the Cofn Cocd area, are occupied by 
moro than ono family, ond thero ore a largo mmber of sub 
standard houses which should be considered for danolition 
action, whon conditions pomiit, 


The Council is onorzotically 
pressing on with tho building of now houses; tho chicf 
difficultics boing tho shortage of skilled lehbour and 
building motorials, Tho mmbor of post-war houses oroctcd 
in tho aref to the ond of 1953 is 391, of those, 40 wro 
eroctod during 1953, Tho mmbor under construction et the 
ene of tho yoor boing 83, 


The factorics and coal—-nines of 
the adjoining County of Glmorgin absorb the majority of our 
work=poople, but © mmbor aro anployed in factorios or work= 
piécos within the boundarics of this Rurel District. Tho 
work—people in tho morc agricultural part of the District 
are mné&inly auployed in faming, forostry or quarrying. 
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Tho health of tho District 
during tho year hans, on the whole, been mood, No out 
brorks of food poisoning have beon notificd and thero has 
&lso boon @n Absence of any scrious outbrotks of infoctious 
diseases, The najority of dcoaths during the yoar wore asain 
in the higher ago groups, 


Tho incidence of Ailnonary 
Tuberculosis has beon low and infectious casos havo boon 
praaptly isolated by tho thest Thysicians of tho Wolsh 
Rosion®l Hospital Bo@rd, chiefly at Cirla Saritorim anda 
the Mardy Isolation Hospital, 

In ono c&so only, in which 
@n Agod nan was wandering abroad without suitablo habitation, 
Was it nocossary, during tho yoar, to teko Court action, undor 
Section 47 of the Netional Assistance Act, 1948, This man
